Association Asks 
For Restoration of 
Govt. Road Grants 


Central Alberta Association: of 
Municipal Districts Holds 
Annual Meeting at Red Deer 


A resolution asking thé Pro- 
vincial Government to restore 
road grants to the municipalities 
to assist in the construction and 
maintenance of municipal roads 
was passed at the annual meet- 
ing of the Central Alberta Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Districts, 
held in Red Deer Saturday. The 
resolution read in full: 


“Whereas those cars and trucks 
and operated within a municipal- 
ity pay their license fee to the 
Provincial Government, and, 

“Whereas cars and trucks owned 
travel chiefly on municipal roads, 
causing additional burdens by 
way of increased expenditure, 

“Therefore bé it resolved that 
the Provincial Government be 
urged to restore road grants to 
municipalities to assist in the 
construction and maintenance of 
municipal roads.” 


Ten Districts Represented 


Ten municipal districts in all 
were represented at the meeting. 
Reeve Harry Brownlow of the 
Municipal District of Lorne was 
re-elected president of the asso- 
ciation for the coming year; W. 
RK. Baycroft was elected vice- 
president and O. W. Hueppelheu- 
ser, A. A, Stonehouse and W. H. 
Stretch were elected directors, 


Considerable discussion took 
place on the citcular form from 
the Bureau of Relief and Public 
Welfare regarding the municipal 
districts assuming all responsi- 
bility for unemployment. The 
discussion ended in a resolution 
requesting the “Provincial Gov- 
ernment that in future the local 
municipality be the sole arbiter 
as to who is and who is not élig- 
ible for relief and in what 
amount. 

Address by Maynard 

Hon. Lucien Maynard gave a 
short -addtess in. which he 
assured the “delegates present of 
the fullest co-operation of the 
Department in dealing with their 
many problems and expressed 
his willingness to discuss with 
the delegates any questions con- 
cerning municipal work. 

A third resolution passed peti- 
tioned the “Provincial Govern- 
ernment to pass a Poll Tax Law 
whereby all non-taxable resi- 
dents over 21 years of age be 
compelled to contribute to the 
General Revenue of the Muni- 
cipal District by way of a Poll 
Tax.” This resolution was passed 
to cover the “Many wage-earners 
in the municipal districts who 
now received all the Social Ser- 
vices for which the property 
owners are directly taxed.”

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Serving Its Purpose 


HILE: the Dominion Government deliber- 
ates on the three Alberta acts referred to 
it by the Lieutenant-Governor of Alberta, Pre- 
tier Aberhart and his cohorts in Edmonton con- 
‘tinue serenely in office —serenely, because once 


“more public interest has been switched from the 


antastic $25.00 per month dividend to the com- 
ing’ action of the Dominion Government. The 
Federal body has consented to the power of its 
veto being tested in the Supreme Court: of Can- 
ada, but under the B,.N.A. Act, which gives the 
Federal Government this power and thé verdict 
rests in their hands. , 

If the Dominion Government vetoes the bills, 
two courses are possible. In the first place, it 
is not presumptuous to believe that another spe- 
cial meeting of the Legislature will be called to 
discuss this latest turn of events. It is possible, 
perhaps probable, that, judging ‘by events of the 
past year, more acts or bills will be passed, as’ 
anti-British in principle as those pushed through 
the Legislature at the last session. These in turn 
will be referred to the Dominion Government and 
events will stand as they do now, with the people 
thinking more of the Dominion’s action than of 
the basic dividends, 


The other course would likely be the more 
popular one with the people. Premier Aberhart 
would probably throw up his hands, ask how 
it was possible to instal Social Credit principles 
with every move being blocked, and ask for a 
mandate from the people through the medium of 
an election, using as his platform the difficulties 
he has had with the Dominion Government and 
asking for their vote of confidence. 

” “Should, however, the Dominion Government 
allow the bills to stand (a possible though not 
probable contingency), chaos would follow. The 
banks have already served warning, not once but 
several times, that. should the bills be enforced, 


' their branches in Alberta would close up.’ With 


the banks gone, business suspended and the prov- 
in¢e in an uproar, the still numerous followers of 
Social Credit would be sadly deluded when they 
found that basic dividends were no closer with 
this legislation than they were before the bills 
were passed. 


Thus, the Federal Government finds itself in 
a difficult predicament. On the one hand, vetoing 
the bills would preserve British rights and indi- 
vidual freedom in Alberta and save the province 
from chaos—but at the same time, the disallow- 
ance of these bills leaves the Premier with a 
good alibi, and gives him a chance in a future 
election. On the other hand, if the Dominion 
Government allows these bills to stand, Premier 
Aberhart’s days are numbered. But Alberta would 
be left a financial hulk. 

And so these bills, while in no way pertain- 
ing to Social Credit or to the installation of the 
theories on which he was elected, have served 
their purpose for the Premier :— 

They have managed to keep the present gov- 
ernment in power a little while longer, at the 
same time placing their “bete noir’—the Domin- 
ion Government—in an awkward position.

it is much better not to interfere with their work. 

last week it was noticed that spectators 
(with evident good intentions to assist), started 
to run the hose from the fire fighting machines 
and did so the wrong end to, which delayed get- 
ting the flow of water on the fire. Seconds mean 
a lot when fighting a fire and unless called upon 
by the Fire Chief, these good helpers should allow 
the regular members of the brigade, who have 
the proper training, to do the work. 

This is not intended for criticism, but merely 
to point out the hindrance rather than help of 
those not members of the brigade. Frame build- 
ings are usually easy prey to the demon fire, and 
the way the fire referred to was put under con- 
trol by the local brigade is a credit to their 
efficiency. 

Hats off to our Fire Brigade !

If we really lived this, we could not bear to see 
our fellow men starving for the necessities of 
life, Poverty would vanish, violence would be a 
thing of the past—in fact, it would be the simplest 
thing to keep the Ten Commandments, if we had 
mastered the art of being kind. Profit would 
shrink to a sane level, and everybody would have, 
as their right, the necessities (and more) of life. 
How could it be otherwise? In fact, ‘we should 
all be LIVING “The Golden Rule,” placing human 
values above material values, 

It is all so simple; life SHOULD be simple, 
it is man who has complicated life, 

Although we country folk have to put up 
with many disadvantages, we do not have the 
amenities of plumbing, nor the complicated nice- 
ties of city life, we do have compensations. We 
live nearer Nature, therefore, nearer God, and 
w should be able to look at life with clearer eyes. 
Our incomes, therefore the well-being of our loved 
ones, are entirely dependent on “Acts of God,” 
and as our incomes, so our whole lives are gov- 
erned more directly by the Almighty’s scheme. 
When, in answer to the question, “Are you going 
to have a good crop, a farmer says, “God knows,” 
he is simply enunciating a profound truth, not 
a blasphemy. I reiterate,;~we farmer folk have 
compensations—we can and do accept God in our 
everyday life, and so He becomes in reality “Our 
Father” and “Friend.” 

We have not many churches in rural parts, 
and for this reason, must Jearn to Worship God 
as best we can. Does this matter very much? 
Surely a heartfelt prayer, breathed Heavenward 
from the great outdoors, is as acceptable to God 
as a stereotyped one, murmured inaudibly in a 
church, 


Last week I learned, on unimpeachable au- 
thority, that in the United States of America there 
are over 700 denominations professing Christian- 
ity. Think of it, millions of people, publicly 
acknowledging their belief in one God and His 
Son, yet finding over 700 ways‘of doing it. Isn’t 
it a pity, churches breaking away on account of 
some difference as regards ritual, or some other 
petty, trivial matter. Surely the great truth is 
that we believe that there is a God, and would it 
not be better to think of the world as God’s 
Church, and in so doing, be able to worship Him 
wherever we are, or whenever we have the mind 
to do so. 

A farm woman told me, not so long ago, that 
once she belonged to a certain church, but on 
moving West found there were no facilities in 
her part of the country to live up to her early 
training, so she went to the nearest accessible 
place where she could worship God. Is that not 
a beautiful and simple faith?—she wanted to 
worship God—not a denomination. oe 

Isn’t that a sane way of settling this very 
important problem? Why do we need “so many 
Gods” and “so many creeds” -Let us rather cul- 
tivate this simple faith, the “art of being kind,” 
of helping the lame dog, and just trying to do 
our best, within our limited sphere. What a won- 
derful vision this calls forth—no more wars, less 
suffering and more happiness... What a goal to 
work for! If we all made a concentrated effort 
in this direction, I do verily believe there would 
be, very shortly, an alleviation of many hard- 
ships within our immediate vicinity. At least we 
would be doing, in our small way, what Christ 
taught, to “Do unto others as we would have 
them do unto us.”

TAX MONEY TO BE 
SPENT ON HIGHWAYS 
The earmarking of $5,000,000 
by the Michigan legislature from 
the current general revenue fund 
for highway improvement, prob- 
ably marks the first instance in 
which a state has arranged a con- 


tinuing appropriation from its 
general revenue’ for this pur- 
pose. 

The $5,000,000 bill was passed 
June 10 and had. earlier been 
passed by the Senate. There 
was also a bill before the legi- 
slature to appropriate $2,000,000 
from the general revenue fund 


each year to go to the counties, 
to be used exclusively in high- 
way improvemnt, aud a bill of 
$600,000 for snow removal. 

The theory back of these ap- 
propriations bills was that a 
good share of receipts of the 
State’s sales tax, which go into 
the general revenue fund, comes 
from the sale of cars, tires and 
aceessories, and should go to 
keeping up the roads. 

Total receipts from Michigan's 
gasoline tax and auto license fees 


go to the highway departments, 
there being no diversion. Net 
total receipts from the state 


fuel tax in 1936 were $25,739,000.

Paved Highways 
Boon to Alberta 


Keeping an eye on the tourist 
traffic, the Province of New 
Brunswick has adopted the slo- 
gan, “paved highways for our 
Province.” 

Now that Alberta is launching 
out on a hard surfacing pro- 
gram, it is interesting to note 
what steps are being taken in 
other provinces, _In_ practically 
every one, plans are being made 
or work has been undertaken 
with a view to establishing a sys- 
tem of paved highways. Some 
have extensive paved highway 
systems already. 

Paved highways are an asset 
to a Province, attracting tourist 
trade and improving business as 
a result. Dirt roads are not ex- 
actly a liability but it is a rec- 
ognized fact that they present 
added dangers ‘to motorists. 

Dust nuisance and flying stones 
are among the faults of dirt 
roads. Many an accident has 
been caused just by a flying 
piece of stone distracting a 
driver’s attention. 

Alberta, with 110 miles of the 
first stage of hard surfacing 
completed this year, is all set for 
finishing touches to be put to 
an extensive mileage early next 
year. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association state this should be 
given the attention of the gov- 
ernment just as soon as the con- 
struction season opens, so_ that 
the work will be largely com- 


pleted when the tourist season 
reaches its peak. 
OTTAWA. — The first official
